(Currently Amended) An identification device for an infant comprising, 
in combination: an infant article; a label having a side and an 
opposite side, said label including personal information of the infant 
coupl e d to a port i on of the id e nt i f i cat i on d e v i c e; and means for 
coupling at l e ast a port i on of the id e ntification d e v i c e to the i nfant 
articl e a member of the identification device, said member comprising 
a pair of ends, each one of said ends of said member of the 
identification device coupled to a portion of the infant article, said 
label coupled to a portion of said member of the identification device .

(Currently Amended) The identification device for an infant according 
to Claim 3 2 wherein sa i d m e ans for coup l ing at least a portion of 
said member of the identification device comprising an adhesive; a 
portion of said member of the identification device adhesively 
coupled to a portion of the infant article. 

6. (Currently Amended) The identification device for an infant according 
to Claim 4 2 further comprising a strap having an end and an 
opposite end , a portion of a first end of said member of the 
identification device having a slot and a portion of a second end of 
said member of the identification device having a slot a multip l ic i ty of 
op e n i ngs said slot of said first end of said member fef selectively 
receiving said an end of said a strap , said slot of said second end of 
said member selectively receiving said opposite end of said strap so 
that a combination of said member of the identification device and 
said strap is coupled to the infant article when the said end of said 
strap is coupled to said aft opposite end of said strap. 

7. (Currently Amended) The identification device for an infant according 
to Claim 6 wherein the combination of said strap of the identification 
device and said member of the identification device is coupled to the 
infant 

8. (Original) The identification device for an infant according to Claim 3 
wherein said label is coupled to a portion of a surface of said recess. 

9. (Original) The identification device for an infant according to Claim 3 
wherein said label is coupled to a portion of a surface of said retainer.

13. (Currently Amended) The identification device for an infant according 
to Claim 3 4 wherein both said member of the identification device 
having said recess and said retainer of the identification device 
comprises transparent plastic to provide little opportunity for fluid 
accumulation in said recess of said member of the identification 
device thereby protecting said label from destruction by a fluid . 
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14. (Currently Amended) An integral identification device for an infant 
comprising, in combination: an infant article; a label coupled to a 
portion of the integral identification device for providing personal 
information of the infant; the integral identification device comprising 
an identification portion of the infant article , said identification portion 
having a recess for receiving a label; and a retainer coupled to said 
recess of the identification portion of the infant article for enclosing 
said label in said recess .

providing a strap having an end and an opposite end, a portion of a 
first end of said member of the identification device having a slot and 
a portion of a second end of said member of the identification device 
having a slot, said slot of said first end of said member selectively 
receiving said end of said strap, said slot of said second end of said 
member selectively receiving said opposite end of said strap so that 
the combination of said member of the identification device and said 
strap is coupled to the infant article when said end of said strap is 
coupled to said opposite end of said strap. 
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
